It  will  be  noticed  that  the  registration  for  the  past  year 
has  been  the  largest  on  record.  The  increase  is  due  in  the 
main  to  the  growth  of  the  Summer  School  and  extra-mural 
work,  and  to  the  undertaking  by  the  University  of  Courses  in 
Chartered  Accountancy. 
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Changes  in  Staff. 

Dr.  John  Waddell  died  during  the  Christmas  holidays  of 
pneumonia  in  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital  in  Montreal.  He 
had  been  for  over  twenty  years  on  the  staff  of  the  University, 
and  before  his  connection  with  Queen’s  had  served  for  ten 
years  in  the  Royal  Military  College.  The  University  had  few 
more  erudite  men  than  he.  He  was  a  most  courteous  and 
kindly  and  unselfish  colleague,  beloved  of  his  students. 

Professor  J.  L.  Morison  last  summer  accepted  the  Chair 
of  History  in  Armstrong  College,  Newcastle-on-Tyne.  Queen’s 
was  most  unwilling  to  let  him  go,  but  the  condition  of  his  wife’s 
health  formed  an  argument  which  could  not  be  combatted. 
During  his  fifteen  years  in  Queen’s  he  had  become  a  power 
throughout  the  Dominion.  His  students  had  the  deepest  af¬ 
fection  for  him,  and  the  Senate  Room  is  less  interesting  for  his 
loss. 


Professor  W.  C.  Clark  has  accepted  an  advantageous 
offer  from  a  firm  of  Chicago  bankers  and  is  off  to  a  good  start 
upon  the  trail  blazed  by  Mr.  E.  R.  Peacock.  One  of  the  penal¬ 
ties  of  efficiency  in  the  Department  of  Commerce  is  that  it  is 
subject  to  raids  by  the  monied  interests. 

Professor  Seccombe,  who  came  out  two  years  ago  from 
England,  has  lost  his  health  and  is  compelled  now  to  resign 
his  charge  and  to  return  to  a  milder  climate.  The  fact  that 
he  was  associated  with  Queen’s  has  made  the  University 
spoken  of  in  quarters  where  hitherto  it  had  not  been  known. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  change  to  his  native  air  will  restore 
Professor  Seccombe’s  health. 

Great  gains,  however,  have  been  made.  Professor 
McArthur,  M.A.  (Queen’s),  F.R.  Hist.S.,  has  returned  to 
Queen’s  as  head  of  the  Department  of  History  after  a  varied 
experience  of  work  in  the  Archives  in  Ottawa,  in  Osgoode  Hall, 
and  in  the  legal  side  of  commerce  in  London,  Ont. 

Professor  John  R.  Currie,  M.A.,  M.D.,  D.P.H.,  who  is  the 
first  holder  of  the  new  Chair  of  Preventive  Medicine,  was  a 


“Double  First”  in  Oxford  before  he  took  up  the  study  of  Medi¬ 
cine  in  Glasgow,  and  he  made  for  himself  in  the  years  before 
the  war,  as  well  as  in  the  war  itself,  a  great  reputation  as  ad¬ 
ministrator  and  public  health  official. 

The  Department  of  Latin  has  been  much  strengthened 
by  the  addition  of  J.  0.  Lofberg,  Ph.D.,  from  the  University 

of  Texas.

In  the  Department  of  Commerce  Professor  Mackintosh 
has  been  advanced  to  replace  Professor  W.  C.  Clark,  and  the 
great  increase  in  the  work  of  that  department  caused  by  the 
extension  of  the  Banking  and  Accounting  Courses  has  been 
met  by  the  appointment  of  C.  E.  Walker,  B.Sc.,  A.C.A.,  of 
Winnipeg;  R.  G.  H.  Smails,  A.C.A.  and  C.  E.  Ashley,  B.  Com., 

A. C.A.,  both  of  Birmingham,  Eng.,  and  H.  G.  Caldwell,  B.A., 

B. Com.,  a  former  Queen’s  man. 

Other  changes  are  noted  in  the  reports  of  the  Deans. 
Finances. 

The  detailed  report  of  the  Treasurer  is  already  before 
you.  Attention  may  be  drawn  to  the  fact  that  for  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  University  the  revenue  has  ex¬ 
ceeded  half  a  million  dollars.  The  total  sum  for  this  year  is 
$506,000.  The  main  elements  in  this  large  sum  are:  Govern¬ 
ment  grant,  $210,000;  students’  fees,  $168,000;  interest  on 
investments,  $101,500.  By  the  exercise  of  great  care,  and  in 
spite  of  inevitable  extensions  in  the  University’s  work,  in¬ 
come  and  expenditure  balance,  and  your  Committee  on  Fin¬ 
ance  and  Estates  has  been  able  to  distribute  a  bonus  of  $10,- 
000  among  the  members  of  the  staff.  Those  on  the  admini¬ 
stration  staff  who  had  served  for  three  years  were  included 
among  the  beneficiaries.  While  it  has  been  made  clear  to  the 
staff  that  this  distribution  is  to  be  regarded  only  as  a  bonus 
and  not  to  be  considered  as  an  increase  in  salary,  the  gift  has 
done  a  great  deal  to  ease  the  situation  for  many  and  to  create 
good  feeling.  The  salaries  in  Queen’s  as  compared  with  those 
in  McGill  and  the  University  of  Toronto  are  small.  We  are 
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constantly  in  danger  of  losing  our  best  men,  and  the  securing 
of  the  men  we  wish  becomes  increasingly  difficult  owing  to 
this  disparity  of  salary.  During  the  last  few  years  you  have 
made  an  earnest  effort  to  increase  the  salaries  of  the  lower 
paid  members  of  the  staff  with  the  result  that  these  are 
creeping  up  upon  the  salaries  of  Professors  in  charge  of  de¬ 
partments.  You  will  have  shortly  to  consider  the  possibility 
of  raising  the  emoluments  of  the  senior  men.  Nothing  in 
University  administration  is  as  important  as  the  securing  and 
holding  of  a  good  staff.  Compared  with  this,  equipment  and 
buildings  are  a  minor  matter.  The  dignity  and  influence  of  a 
University  are  secured  by  the  eminence  of  its  teachers. 

It  is  evident,  however,  that  extreme  care  will  have  to  be 
exercised  in  the  future  as  in  the  past.  With  the  very  large 
income  tax  and  high  death  duties,  private  benevolence  can  no 
longer  be  counted  upon  as  hitherto  to  carry  the  main  load  of 
the  University.  If  the  Government  is  compelled  to  take  so 
large  a  proportion  of  private  income  for  public  purposes,  the 
Government  must  increasingly  be  looked  to  for  support  by 
great  public  and  national  institutions  such  as  Queen’s.  But 
governments  in  Ontario  as  elsewhere  have  their  own  problems, 
and  it  is  certain  that  economy  will  be  the  order  of  the  day. 

Queen’s  University  has  been  greatly  aided  by  the  liber¬ 
ality  of  successive  governments,  and  as  long  as  the  present 
kindly  feeling  towards  the  University  persists,  liberal  assist¬ 
ance  may  confidently  be  expected.  One  meets  everywhere  in 
public  life  with  the  belief  that  the  money  which  has  been  voted 
to  Queen’s  has  been  wisely  and  economically  spent. 


Faculty  Reports. 

It  is  needless  to  repeat  what  is  given  in  the  reports  from 
the  Deans  of  the  various  Faculties.  One  occasionally  meets 
with  the  view  that  in  these  days  of  scientific  advance  the  Arts 
Faculties  in  the  Universities  must  be  losing  their  importance. 
Certainly  so  far  as  Queen’s  is  concerned  this  is  not  the  case. 
The  attendance,  it  will  be  noticed,  during  the  winter  session 


is  as  large  as  it  ever  was  and,  in  addition,  the  Summer  School 
is  doubling  the  usefulness  of  this  Faculty.  It  is  expected  that 
there  will  be  in  attendance  this  summer  about  500  students, 
mainly  school  teachers  who  find  in  the  Queen’s  Summer 
School  and  extra-mural  work  the  open  door  to  advancement  in 
their  profession.  It  is  evident  that  this  Summer  School  is 
destined  to  be  the  great  effort  of  the  kind  in  Canada.  Kings¬ 
ton  has  so  many  natural  advantages  that  it  draws  many  who 
would  be  averse  to  spending  the  summer  in  a  city.  And  this 
particular  effort,  which  has  been  fostered  so  carefully  by 
Professor  MacClement  and  his  colleagues,  is  moving  along 
with  all  the  enthusiasm  of  a  crusade.  The  University  has  no 
such  demonstrative  friends  as  the  students  of  the  Summer 
School,  and,  as  these  men  and  women  are  destined  to  become 
teachers  of  High  Schools  throughout  the  Dominion,  it  may  be 
imagined  how  strongly  they  are  likely  to  contribute  to  the 
advancement  of  the  University  in  the  next  generation.  No 
one  can  say  what  will  be  the  ultimate  development  of  this 
Summer  School  movement.  From  the  point  of  view  of  econ¬ 
omy  in  working  it  is  wholly  reasonable  that  the  splendid  plant 
of  the  University  should  be  used  as  far  as  possible  and  not 
shut  up  for  nearly  half  the  year.  It  is  true,  as  Dr.  Skelton 
says  in  his  report,  that  there  are  many  administrative  diffi¬ 
culties  in  the  way  of  carrying  on  a  three-term  year  as  is  done 
in  several  of  the  American  Universities.  But  Queen’s  has 
always  been  a  pioneer  in  educational  methods  in  Canada,  and 
if  it  is  clear  that  there  is  real  need  for  a  Summer  School  term 
covering  something  more  than  the  few  weeks  of  a  teacher’s 
holiday,  the  question  of  administration  of  such  a  scheme 
would  be  at  once  taken  up  by  the  staff  and  submitted  for  your 
serious  consideration.  It  is  not  good  that  the  same  teachers 
should  continue  to  work  both  winter  and  summer.  Freshness 
of  mind  is  the  foundation  of  all  good  instruction,  but  this 
difficulty  might  be  overcome  by  inviting  men  from  elsewhere 
or  by  introducing  such  flexibility  in  the  college  terms  as 
would  allow  a  professor  to  take  his  holiday  in  one  of  the  winter 
semesters.  It  would  amaze  the  teachers  of  a  generation  ago 
to  think  that  in  the  year  1924  we  might  have  a  Summer 
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School  surpassing  in  numbers  the  attendance  throughout  the 
winter  in  Arts. 

The  outgoing  Year  in  Science  has  from  the  start  had  an 
individuality  of  its  own.  It  consisted  very  largely  of  men  who 
had  served  overseas.  It  has  been  much  the  largest  Year  that 
the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  has  known,  and  these  men  will 
long  be  remembered  for  the  zest  with  which  they  under¬ 
took  their  work  and  for  the  fine  sense  of  responsibility  they 
have  developed.  The  varied  character  of  different  Years  is  a 
constant  interest  and  surprise.  Dean  Clark  in  his  Report  has 
drawn  attention  to  the  necessity  there  is  for  A  new  mill.  The 
old  wooden  building  is  reaching  a  point  at  which  repair  is 
hardly  possible.  The  equipment,  too,  is  antiquated.  When  the 
mill  was  erected  it  was  largely  taken  advantage  of  by  prospec¬ 
tors  who  sent  in  their  samples  to  be  reported  upon.  Now,  with 
the  development  of  Northern  Ontario,  work  of  this  character 
is  seldom  demanded.  Small  laboratory  stamps  would  fulfil  the 
purpose.  Professors  MacKay  and  Graham  are  endeavouring 
to  interest  the  mining  friends  of  the  University  in  this  matter, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  their  efforts  may  be  crowned  with  success. 
Nothing  yet  has  been  done  to  give  more  scope  for  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Chemical  Engineering,  and  it  is  clear  that  this  subject 
is  one  which  should  have  attention  as  soon  as  the  financial 
situation  will  permit. 

The  Medical  School  is  still  concerned  with  the  working  out 
of  the  Six  Year  Course.  The  quality  of  the  students  is  excel¬ 
lent,  and  the  small  classes  give  both  teachers  and  taught  the 
opportunity  of  satisfactory  training.  The  new  Clinical  Build¬ 
ing  will  still  further  add  to  the  material  available  for  instruc¬ 
tion,  and,  should  the  dream  be  realized  of  having  a  Pathological 
Building  connected  with  this  new  ward,  teaching  will  be  great¬ 
ly  aided.  Pathology  would  become  a  still  more  vital  subject 
if  the  student  always  related  it  in  his  mind  not  to  a  museum 
but  to  a  ward  full  of  suffering  people.  Suggestions  have  been 
made  that  the  Medical  Course  in  the  number  of  its  lectures 
as  in  the  long  duration  of  the  session  imposes  too  severe  a  tax 
upon  the  student  of  average  strength,  and  it  may  very  well  be 


that  with  the  working  out  of  this  curriculum  the  Faculty  may 
be  able  to  lighten  the  physical  burden,  while  yet  maintaining 
the  standard  of  knowledge. 

BUILDINGS. 

The  Central  Heating  Plant  has  been  in  operation  through¬ 
out  the  winter,  and  it  is  believed  that  a  substantial  economy 
has  been  effected  as  compared  with  the  costs  of  heating  Uni¬ 
versity  and  Hospital  separately.  Although  the  winter  has 
been  severe,  one  500  H.  P.  boiler  has  been  able  to  carry  the 
whole  load.  There  is  an  ample  margin  of  power  for  any  expan¬ 
sion  which  the  University  is  likely  to  make  in  the  next  genera¬ 
tion. 


Kingston  General  Hospital — The  Service  Building  has 
been  completed  and  is  in  use.  The  extension  of  the  Empire 
Wing  has  also  been  finished.  The  money  now  available  is  suffi¬ 
cient  only  for  the  building  of  the  new  Public  Wards  with 
ninety-two  beds.  The  Building  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  it 
is  well  to  do  thoroughly  whatever  is  undertaken,  and  so  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  available  funds  will  be  employed  in  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  this  new  Ward.  In  the  meantime,  at  all  events,  the 
remodelling  of  the  old  Central  Building  and  of  the  Nickle, 
Doran  and  Watkins  wings  will  have  to  be  postponed.  It  is 
confidently  hoped,  however,  that  within  the  next  few  years 
the  whole  scheme  will  be  completed. 

New  Library — The  trustees  have  seen  to-day,  when  the 
foundation  stone  was  laid,  that  the  new  Douglas  Library  is 
planned  upon  a  generous  scale.  The  funds  available  amount  to 
about  $370,000,  $220,000  of  which  represents  the  original  gift 
of  $150,000  by  Dr.  Douglas,  with  accrued  interest,  and  the  bal¬ 
ance  the  Government  grant  of  $150,000.  There  is  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  about  340,000  volumes  in  the  stacks.  As  this  number 
far  exceeds  the  present  size  of  the  library,  the  shelving  is 
being  omitted  in  the  lowest  tier  of  the  new  library.  The 
steel  stacks  form  part  of  the  structure,  and  shelving  can  be 
added  at  any  time  with  the  greatest  ease.  The  Building  Com- 
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mittee  believes  that  in  making  this  generous  provision  for  ex¬ 
pansion  it  is  acting  wisely.  It  has  discovered  that  in  no  single 
instance  in  the  erection  of  University  libraries  on  this  conti¬ 
nent  has  there  been  anything  but  complaint  within  a  few  years 
that  the  plan  had  been  too  restricted.  The  new  library  will  be 
covered  in,  if  not  permanently  roofed,  by  the  first  of  December, 
and  so  it  will  be  possible  for  work  to  be  done  throughout  the 
winter  within  its  walls.  It  is  expected  that  the  removal  of  the 
books  and  of  the  office  records  will  take  place  in  the  summer  of 
1924. 

Miss  Lois  Saunders,  who  for  twenty-five  years  has  held 
the  position  of  Librarian,  retired  on  the  1st  of  October,  and  was 
granted  by  your  Finance  and  Estates  Committee  a  substantial 
retiring  allowance.  A  fall  sustained  in  the  execution  of  her 
duty  two  years  ago  had  caused  her  a  great  deal  of  suffering, 
and  had  prevented  her  for  many  months  from  moving  about 
among  the  stacks.  Miss  Saunders’  great  knowledge  of  the  lit¬ 
eratures  of  many  languages  has  been  of  immense  service  to 
the  University,  and  the  library  as  it  is  to-day,  with  so  much 
contained  in  it  that  is  unusual  in  a  University  institution,  will 
bear  testimony  to  Miss  Saunders’  individuality  and  range  of 
interest. 

No  appointment  has  as  yet  been  made  of  a  new  librarian, 
but  it  is  important  that  whoever  is  to  hold  this  position  should 
have  the  opportunity  of  planning  the  arrangement  of  depart¬ 
ments  upon  the  shelves.  The  library  staff  has  had  during  this 
last  year  more  than  its  share  of  sickness,  and  Miss  Kathleen 
Saunders,  who  has  so  ably  assisted  Miss  Lois  Saunders  for  over 
twenty  years,  is  unfortunately  still  a  complete  invalid.  The 
cataloguing  of  the  library  proceeds  at  a  constantly  increasing 
speed. 

The  Women’s  Residence — The  Queen’s  University  Alum¬ 
nae  Association  has  now  reached  its  goal  of  $80,000,  and  will 
doubtless  approach  the  trustees  with  a  request  that  they  fulfil 
their  obligation  in  the  matter.  There  have  been  several  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  joint  Building  Committee  of  the  Alumnae  and 
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Trustees,  and  the  general  plan  of  the  building  now  wants  only 
the  final  approval  of  the  whole  Trustee  Board. 

GIFTS. 

Colonel  R.  W.  Leonard  has  handed  over  to  the  University  a 
block  of  land  on  King  street  between  Collingwood  and  Albert 
streets,  which  he  purchased  in  1913  with  the  idea  of  erecting 
there  a  Residence  for  students  of  the  University  0.  T.  C.  In 
his  letter  to  the  Principal  of  27th  March  Colonel  Leonard 
says : — 

“During  the  war  Queen’s  University  rendered  such  excel¬ 
lent  service  to  the  Empire  in  its  struggle  for  freedom  and  civili¬ 
zation  that  her  record  is  justly  honored  throughout  the  Em¬ 
pire,  and  all  are  confident  that  Queen’s  will  forever  keep  alight 
the  spirit  of  patriotism  shown  through  the  Great  War,  and 
continue  to  live  up  to  the  ideals  then  welded  into  the  Queen’s 
spirit. 

‘From  conversation  with  you  I  understand  that  the  land 
in  question  may  be  useful  to  Queen’s  University  for  future 
extensions,  and  I  have  great  pleasure  in  handing  you,  here¬ 
with,  the  deeds  to  the  land,  with  full  confidence  that  the  uni¬ 
versity  authorities  will  not  fail  to  render  due  recognition  of 
and  assistance  in  systematic  courses  of  instruction  in  military 
subjects,  and  in  the  efficient  training  of  officers  for  the  defence 
at  all  times  of  Canada  and  the  Empire.” 

This  most  handsome  gift  of  Colonel  Leonard  will  provide 
for  the  expansion  of  the  University  for  many  a  day.  The 
ground  in  question  contains  about  twelve  acres,  and  is  situated 
upon  the  water  front,  the  one  unencumbered  spot  in  Kingston 
that  was  still  available  for  university  purposes.  As  a  token, 
too,  of  good-will,  the  gift  has  a  greatly  added  value.  In  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  hope  which  Col.  Leonard  expressed  that  the  Uni¬ 
versity  authorities  will  recognize  and  assist  systematic  courses 
of  instruction  in  military  subjects,  it  is  interesting  to  note  the 
remarkable  record  established  this  year  by  the  Queen’s  Univer- 
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sity  Officers’  Training  Corps  under  the  command  of  Colonel 
Macphail,  C.M.G.,  D.S.O.  No  fewer  than  seventy-one  certifi¬ 
cates  have  been  gained  by  the  members  of  this  Corps.  This 
record  is  of  special  interest  in  that  service  in  the  Corps  is  vol¬ 
untary,  and  yet  the  result  achieved  has  been  so  remarkable 
as  to  draw  forth  from  General  MacBrien  in  Ottawa  a  letter  of 
special  commendation.  In  his  letter  he  states: 

“On  behalf  of  the  Hon.  Minister  and  members  of  the  De¬ 
fence  Council,  I  am  to  congratulate  you  on  the  excellent  results 
obtained  during  the  recent  training,  and  to  thank  you  for  the 
very  important  work  which  you  are  carrying  out.  It  is  very 
gratifying  to  learn  that  71  candidates  out  of  74  passed  the 
practical  examination,  and  much  credit  is  due  to  you  for  the 
interest  and  energy  which  you  have  displayed  in  keeping  this 
unit  up  to  such  a  high  standard  of  efficiency.” 

NEW  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Mrs.  H.  W.  Richardson  has  established  the  Robert  G. 
Richardson  Scholarship  in  Trinity  College  School  for  boys  com¬ 
ing  from  that  school  to  Queen’s.  The  scholarship  amounts  to 
$150  per  annum,  and  has  been  given  in  memory  of  her  son, 
the  late  Robert  G.  Richardson,  a  former  pupil  of  that  school. 

The  Robert  Bruce  Scholarships  and  Bursaries,  four  in 
number,  are  an  interesting  record  of  a  Scotchman’s  love  for 
education.  Robert  Bruce  was  a  gardener  who  came  to  Quebec 
from  Scotland  about  1830.  He  bought  land  near  Quebec,  and 
when  he  died  left  his  estate  to  his  four  daughters  and  to  their 
descendants;  failing  descendants,  the  money  was  to  go  to 
eight  educational  institutions  in  Canada  for  the  purpose  of 
helping  young  men  to  acquire  an  education,  which  the  testa¬ 
tor  himself  had  lacked  and  had  always  felt  the  want  of.  The 
last  survivor  of  the  daughters  died  recently,  and  a  sum  of 
money  amounting  to  about  sixty  thousand  dollars  remains  for 
distribution.  The  sum  of  about  four  hundred  dollars  per 
annum  will  be  available  for  our  institution. 

Miss  Isabella  MacRae,  who  died  recently  in  Toronto,  left 
by  her  will  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  the  income  to  be 
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devoted  to  a  scholarship  in  Queen’s  called  “The  MacRae  Schol¬ 
arship.”  The  scholarship  is  to  be  confined  in  the  first  place 
to  the  male  descendants  of  Murdock  MacRae,  of  Maxville,  but 
if  the  scholarship  be  not  used  for  one  of  such  descendants  for 
eight  consecutive  years,  it  may  then  be  applied,  at  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  trustee  of  the  estate,  to  the  benefit  of  any  Ontario 
student  who  has  complied  with  the  University  regulations. 

STUDENT  LIFE. 

Athletics — It  is  not  necessary  to  relate  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  the  prowess  of  the  Queen’s  Rugby  team  last  fall. 
The  University  had  what  was  unquestionably  a  great  team, 
and  match  after  match  was  won  by  the  narrowest  margin. 
The  interest  in  the  team  was  Dominion-wide,  and  when,  after 
winning  the  Intercollegiate  championship,  it  won  the  Dominion 
championship  as  well,  there  seemed  to  be  on  the  part  of  all, 
even  of  our  keenest  rivals  in  Toronto  and  Montreal,  a  genuine 
feeling  of  good-will.  The  Queen’s  team  so  long  had  struggled 
against  adversity  of  one  kind  or  another  that,  when  finally 
they  reached  their  goal,  it  was  generally  agreed  that  the  vic¬ 
tory  was  good  for  sport  and  the  reward  of  a  long  and  brave 
struggle.  Almost  all  the  members  of  the  team  will  be  avail¬ 
able  again  next  season,  and  another  great  series  of  battles  is 
looked  forward  to  with  confidence. 

Student  Government — In  his  last  Report  the  Principal 
expressed  his  fear  that  Student  Government  did  not  have  its 
former  strength.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Alma  Mater 
Society  is  possessed  of  a  new  vigour,  and  that  the  student  body 
generally  is  awakening  to  a  sense  of  the  necessity  of  carrying 
its  responsibilities.  Initiations  and  rushes  are  not  only  disor¬ 
derly  in  themselves,  but  represent  a  real  danger  to  students 
of  the  Freshmen  years.  The  trustees  will  be  gratified  to  learn 
that  the  various  Faculty  Societies  with  Levana  have  agreed  to 
abandon  all  forms  of  physical  initiation  and  have  arranged  to 
reestablish  their  courts.  These  courts,  which  at  one  time 
were  a  genuine  means  of  discipline  for  the  student  body,  have 
of  late  become  less  serious  in  their  outlook.  It  is  hoped,  how- 
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ever,  that  this  new  resolve  of  the  students  will  be  adhered  to, 
and  that  the  Alma  Mater  Society  as  well  as  the  Faculty  Socie¬ 
ties  will  hold  in  high  regard  their  governmental  duties. 

Students’  Union — Now  that  the  Alumnae  Association  has 
practically  reached  its  goal,  it  is  only  a  question  of  months 
before  the  women  students  have  a  Union  of  their  own.  Noth¬ 
ing  is  more  necessary  than  a  similar  building  for  men.  As 
things  are  at  present,  where  Faculties  meet  in  their  separate 
club  rooms,  the  tendency  is  for  each  Faculty  to  become  inter¬ 
ested  mainly  in  its  own  concerns  and  to  allow  the  wider  stu¬ 
dent  interests  to  look  after  themselves.  A  central  building 
where  the  whole  male  student  body  would  meet  every  day  at 
meals  and  in  debate  would  do  more  than  anything  else  to  pre¬ 
serve,  in  spite  of  the  increase  in  the  numbers  of  the  students, 
the  old  Queen’s  spirit.  The  efforts  of  the  trustees  could  be 
directed  in  no  more  worthy  fashion  than  in  the  securing  of 
such  a  building. 

But,  while  the  administration  of  the  University  in  the 
view  of  the  Trustee  Board  must  ever  be  forward,  it  is  interest¬ 
ing  to  strive  to  recall  how  great  the  growth  of  the  University 
has  been  in  the  last  forty  years.  Dr.  A.  T.  Drummond,  whose 
death  we  all  so  deeply  regret,  was  a  link  with  the  infancy  of 
Queen’s.  He  remembered  the  days  when  the  present  Princi¬ 
pal’s  Residence  was  the  Arts  building  of  the  University.  At 
that  time  Dr.  Drummond  was  librarian  at  the  princely  salary 
of  $60  per  annum.  The  whole  of  the  University  library  was 
contained  in  what  is  now  the  Principal’s  dining-room.  Philoso¬ 
phy  and  Latin  were  taught  in  the  two  front  rooms,  and  the 
accommodation  was  ample  for  all  the  students.  Dr.  Drum¬ 
mond  delighted  to  speak  of  those  days.  There  can  be  few  now 
left  whose  memory  reaches  back  so  far. 

Your  Board,  as  well  as  the  Committee  in  Finance  and 
Estates,  has  been  rendered  greatly  the  poorer  by  the  death  of 
Mr.  J.  L.  Whiting,  K.C.,  whose  fine  judgment  and  splendid 
legal  ability  were  always  at  the  service  of  the  University  when 
needed.  He  was  a  man  whose  very  presence  in  a  discussion 
smoothed  many  difficulties  and  rendered  administration  easier. 
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The  Committee  on  Art  undertook  this  year  to  give  four 
first-class  concerts.  They  engaged  the  London  String  Quar¬ 
tette;  Miss  Myra  Hess,  pianist;  Mr.  Telmanyi,  violinist,  and  a 
company  from  New  York,  which  rendered  Mozart’s  opera  “Cosi 
Fan  Tutti.”  Unfortunately  the  concerts  were  not  adequately 
supported.  This  may  have  been  due  to  the  excitement  of  the 
football  season,  during  which  the  money  of  students  was  spent 
on  entertainments  other  than  those  which  the  Art  Committee 
afforded.  Whatever  the  reason,  the  loss  on  the  concerts  has 
this  year  been  so  serious  that  your  Committee  proposes  next 
year  to  confine  its  efforts  largely  to  lectures. 

The  trustees  have  doubtless  noticed  the  extent  to  which 
the  business  of  the  University  is  increasing  year  by  year, 
largely  as  the  result  of  the  development  of  the  Summer  School 
and  the  institution  of  the  extra-mural  work.  Each  year  a  hea¬ 
vier  burden  is  being  thrown  upon  the  members  of  the  teaching 
staff,  and  the  extent  of  this  burden  is  not  being  made  visible 
through  the  University  Calendar,  which  deals  only  with  hours 
of  lectures  and  courses  that  may  be  offered.  The  administra¬ 
tive  offices  likewise  are  now  being  kept  hard  at  work  all  the 
year  round.  Learned  leisure  has  become  as  a  tale  that  is  told. 
The  work  of  the  University,  however,  is  prospering,  and  the 
problems  with  which  the  administration  is  faced  are  problems 
of  development  and  progress,  not  of  regression  or  of  dwindling 
interest.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  ARTS. 

The  session  now  closing  has  been  marked  by  a  larger  num¬ 
ber  of  changes  in  staff  than  usual.  The  death  of  Professor 
Waddell  during  the  winter  deprived  us  of  a  scholarly  teacher 
and  a  very  congenial  colleague.  It  has  been  with  very  great 
regret  that  the  members  of  the  staff  have  learned  of  the  serious 
illness  of  Professor  Seccombe,  which  has  led  him  to  retire  this 
spring.  Professor  Morison’s  decision  last  summer  to  accept  a 
post  in  England  and  Professor  W.  C.  Clark’s  resignation  dur¬ 
ing  the  term  to  enter  financial  work  in  the  United  States  have 
deprived  us  of  men  who  were  a  source  of  great  strength  to  the 
Faculty  of  Arts.  Dr.  John  T.  McNeill,  who  had  been  with  us 
only  two  years,  but  had  proved  his  quality  as  teacher  and 
scholar,  resigned  to  take  the  Chair  of  Church  History  in  Knox 
College.  Professor  Ballard,  Assistant  Professor  of  Commerce, 
accepted  a  post  in  Texas,  and  Mr.  Reynolds,  sessional  assist¬ 
ant  in  English,  returned  to  Harvard. 

Fortunately  the  new  appointments  made  thus  far  have 
brought  to  Queen’s  men  of  equal,  if  dissimilar  strength.  Mr. 
Duncan  McArthur,  whose  work  in  Queen’s  had  been  supple¬ 
mented  by  years  of  research  and  organization  in  the  Dominion 
Archives,  and  by  a  legal  training,  has  succeeded  Professor 
Morison  as  head  of  the  Department  of  History,  and  Mr.  Robert 
Watt,  an  Honours  Oxford  man,  was  appointed  lecturer  in  His¬ 
tory.  Mr.  Henry  Alexander  (Liverpool  and  Oxford),  formerly 
on  the  staff  of  the  University  of  Upsala,  joined  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  English.  L.  A.  Bisson  (Oxford)  gave  effective  service 
as  a  sessional  lecturer  in  French,  in  the  absence  of  Professor 
P.  G.  C.  Campbell,  who  has  been  carrying  on  research  for  a 
year  and  a  half  in  Paris.  In  Classics,  Professor  Mitchell, 
whose  resignation  was  noted  last  year,  has  been  succeeded  by 
Dr.  John  0.  Lofberg  (Chicago),  as  associate  professor.  Dr. 
W.  A.  Mackintosh  (Queen’s  and  Harvard)  has  been  promoted 
to  the  Directorship  of  the  Courses  in  Commerce  and  Admini¬ 
stration  to  succeed  Professor  Clark,  and  R.  G.  H.  Smails 
(A.C.A.,  England),  C.  A.  Ashley  (Birmingham)  and  H.  G. 
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Caldwell  (Queen’s)  have  been  appointed  to  the  Commerce  and 
Accounting  staff. 

Student  enrolment  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  has  continued  to 
increase.  The  number  of  students  in  attendance  during  the 
winter  session  is  now  over  six  hundred,  and  in  the  summer  ses¬ 
sion  it  is  approaching  four  hundred.  The  extension  courses 
have  also  reached  high  levels:  in  the  extra-mural  courses  lead¬ 
ing  to  Arts  degrees  there  were  over  seven  hundred  students 
registered  this  past  winter,  and  in  the  extension  courses  in 
Banking  and  Accounting  over  five  hundred. 

The  remarkable  growth  of  the  summer  school  makes  it 
clear  that  through  this  means  the  university  is  meeting  a  need 
of  all  Canada.  The  new  departure  made  by  Professor  Morison 
last  summer  in  holding  a  special  summer  school  in  Canadian 
History  at  Ottawa,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Dominion 
Archives  authorities,  and  the  continuance  of  the  undertaking 
by  Professor  McArthur,  have  met  with  very  encouraging  sup¬ 
port.  The  growth  of  the  summer  activities  raises  serious  dif¬ 
ficulties  as  to  staff :  it  is  not  possible  or  desirable  for  the  same 
members  of  the  regular  staff  to  undertake  summer  work  in 
addition  year  after  year.  Some  consideration  has  been  given 
to  the  organization  of  a  quarter  system,  but  thus  far  the  dif¬ 
ficulties  have  appeared  insuperable. 

The  administrative  side  of  the  extra-mural  work  has  been 
greatly  strengthened  during  the  past  two  years,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Registrar  and  the  direct  control  first  of  Mr. 
Morrow  and  during  the  past  year  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Carr,  formerly 
Principal  of  a  Calgary  High  School.  It  has  been  considered 
advisable  to  lessen  the  amount  of  work  extra-mural  students 
may  undertake  in  a  year,  and  other  modifications  are  under 
consideration  by  a  Faculty  Committee. 

In  the  main  work  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  the  instruction 
of  the  intra-mural  students,  there  have  been  few  new  develop¬ 
ments.  No  important  changes  have  been  made  in  the  organi¬ 
zation  of  the  work.  Attention  has  been  concentrated  upon  the 
strengthening  of  the  existing  courses.  Athletic  and  social  dis-

tractions  have  continued  to  raise  problems,  but  practically 
every  department  reports  good  work  done,  particularly  during 
the  second  term.  The  weaker  students  are  being  checked  up 
with  steadily  increasing  rigor,  and,  after  personal  interviews, 
consideration  by  a  committee,  and  faculty  action,  those  who 
cannot  or  will  not  make  progress  are  being  asked  to  discon¬ 
tinue  their  course.  At  the  same  time  the  attempt  is  being 
made  to  encourage  the  unusually  good  students;  the  Depart¬ 
ments  of  Mathematics  and  Classics,  for  example,  are  dividing 
their  first  or  second  year  students  into  sections,  according  to 
standing,  to  enable  the  future  honours  men  to  advance  more 
rapidly.  The  four  fellowships  offered  in  Arts  this  year  brought 
out  an  excellent  list  of  applicants:  they  were  awarded  to  R.  H. 
Wallace  (English  and  History),  who  will  work  at  Harvard, 
and  to  E.  C.  Gill  (Mathematics  and  Economics),  H.  B.  Vincent 
(Mathematics  and  Physics),  and  R.  M.  MacNaughton  (His¬ 
tory  and  English),  who  will  carry  on  graduate  work  next 
year  at  Queen’s. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  with  perhaps  two  excep¬ 
tions  every  member  of  the  Arts  staff  this  coming  summer  is 
either  teaching  in  summer  school,  carrying  out  a  definite  pro¬ 
gramme  of  writing  or  research,  in  Kingston  or  elsewhere,  or 
taking  post-graduate  courses  abroad.

The  attendance  was  slightly  less  than  last  year,  and  it  is 
expected  that  next  year,  owing  to  the  exodus  of  Science  ’23,  a 
very  large  class,  the  attendance  will  be  reduced  again  slightly. 
The  first  year  class  was  larger  than  last  year,  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  entering  class  next  year  will  be  larger  again. 
Attendance . 

The  attendance  on  lectures  and  laboratory  classes  has  been 
good.  The  system  of  checking  absences  and  notification  of 
students  neglecting  classes  has  more  than  justified  itself.  The 
number  of  students  falling  short  of  the  requirements  is  now 
very  small,  being  less  than  one  per  cent,  of  those  registered. 

Bruce  Rose,  B.Sc.  (Queen’s),  Ph.D.  (Yale)  replaced  Dr. 
Stanley  Smith  in  the  Departments  of  Geology  and  Mineralogy. 
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J.  W.  Bain,  M.Sc.  (McGill)  replaced  Mr.  R.  L.  Davis  as 
Lecturer  in  Electrical  Engineering. 

The  following  items  have  been  contributed  by  the  differ¬ 
ent  departments. 

M echanical  Engineering . 

The  new  Thermo  laboratory  has  been  in  partial  operation 
during  the  past  session  and  adds  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  department.  It  has  been  possible  to  use  part  of  the  equip¬ 
ment  in  the  Power  Plant  proper  for  demonstrations  with  the 
third  and  fourth  years,  and  in  this  connection  brake  tests  on 
both  the  Kerr  and  Terry  steam  turbines  have  been  made. 
Also  the  boilers  have  been  used  for  making  boiler  tests.  It  is 
believed  that  this  feature  of  the  new  plant,  by  which  the  equip¬ 
ment  in  the  Power  Plant  can  be  used  as  well  as  that  in  the 
laboratory  for  making  these  demonstrations,  is  a  particularly 
valuable  one.  The  Heating  Plant,  on  the  whole,  has  been  work¬ 
ing  quite  satisfactorily,  and  it  has  not  been  shut  down  at  any 
time  since  starting  about  September  25th. 

Electrical  Engineering. 

The  addition  of  two  laboratories  and  some  equipment  has 
made  it  possible  to  train  the  large  number  of  students  effi¬ 
ciently,  and  has  also  made  possible  numerous  important 
experiments  which  could  not  otherwise  have  been  done.  The 
addition  of  a  lecture  and  laboratory  course  on  electron  tubes  is 
another  forward  step. 

C  h  em  ical  Engineer  in  g . 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  in  the  installation  of 
machinery,  and  in  the  arranging  of  models  and  exhibits.  The 
work  has  been  hampered  through  lack  of  laboratory  accommo¬ 
dation,  the  main  laboratory  being  filled  to  overflowing,  it  hav¬ 
ing  been  necessary  to  instal  a  temporary  locker  and  empty 
several  others  devoted  to  research  work,  besides  transferring 
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three  students  to  another  laboratory.  Several  weeks’  drafting 
had  also  to  be  done  in  a  room  on  another  floor. 

A  great  deal  of  apparatus  had  to  be  placed  in  the  corridor, 
and  it  is  not  clear  where  additional  plant  is  to  be  erected. 

It  is  necessary  to  consider  some  definite  plan  for  the 
future  operation  of  this  department.  Other  universities  are 
making  large  provisions  for  Chemical  Engineering,  and,  while 
it  is  believed  that  better  results  can  be  obtained  with  small 
apparatus,  and  that  the  course  given  at  Queen’s  is  second  to 
none,  yet  the  position  of  Chemical  Engineering  must  be  given 
definite  recognition  and  support. 

To  enable  plans  to  be  made  for  the  future  the  following 
suggestions  deserve  careful  consideration : 

1.  That  the  Chemical  Engineering  annex  be  contemplated 
within  the  next  year  or  two. 

0, 

2.  That  meanwhile  additional  accommodation  be  given 
for  Chemical  Engineering  apparatus. 

The  following  gifts  have  been  received : 

A  large  vitreosil  hydrochloric  acid  absorption  vessel  and 
tower,  value  about  $120. 

Collections  of  electro-metallurgical  samples,  samples  of 
Esparto  pulp  manufacture,  and  a  small  sample  set  of  modern 
absorbents  for  vapors. 

Hydraulic  Laboratory. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  building  up  the  Hydrau¬ 
lic  Laboratory  in  the  brick  building  near  the  Heating  Plant 
has  been  carried  on.  This  laboratory  is  now  in  working  con¬ 
dition  with  the  exception  that  certain  final  adjustments  need 
to  be  made  to  the  various  gauges  and  recording  devices. 

The  water  is  drawn  from  a  sump  beneath  the  building  by 
a  six-inch  centrifugal  pump,  and  then  passes  through  a  six- 
inch  line  to  the  upper  floor  of  the  building  where  the  pipe  dis- 
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charges  into  a  large  tank  in  which  a  reaction  turbine  is  placed. 
From  the  turbine  a  vertical  draft  tube  discharges  into  a  large 
concrete  tank  below.  From  this  tank  a  rectangular  concrete 
flume  twenty-four  inches  wide  and  thirty-two  feet  long  leads 
to  a  measuring  tank  placed  beside  the  sump  from  which  the 
water  is  first  drawn.  On  the  second  storey  of  the  building  is 
placed  a  large  tank  which  serves  the  dual  purpose  of  supply¬ 
ing  priming  for  the  centrifugal  pump  and  also  water  for  the 
various  tests  on  small  pipes,  valves,  etc.,  which  will  be  carried 
out  there. 

As  soon  as  room  is  provided  by  the  removal  of  the  salvage 
from  the  old  mill  which  is  now  lying  in  the  building  a  high 
stage  pump  will  be  installed  to  supply  water  under  180  feet 
head  for  experiments  with  impulse  wheels  or  other  purposes. 
It  is  also  planned  to  fit  up  apparatus  for  detailed  study  of 
orifice  flow,  and  for  study  of  losses  in  open  channels.  The  per¬ 
formance  under  test  of  the  various  parts  of  the  plant  has  been 
most  gratifying,  and  there  is  every  assurance  that  it  will  ex¬ 
pand  to  be  a  thoroughly  useful  laboratory. 

Mining  arid  Metallurgy. 

There  were  fourteen  men  in  this  year’s  graduating  class 
in  Mining  and  Metallurgy  and  thirteen  in  Metallurgical 
Engineering.  Taken  as  a  whole,  the  class  was  above  the  aver¬ 
age  in  ability  and  the  work  done  during  the  year  was  excellent. 
Three  of  the  metallurgy  class  intend  continuing  their  studies 
in  post-graduate  colleges. 

A  number  of  students  entered  papers  in  the  students’ 
essay  competition  of  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Mining  and 
Metallurgy.  Again,  as  last  year,  one  of  our  students  was  suc¬ 
cessful  in  winning  the  first  prize  and  president’s  gold  medal, 
Mr.  V.  A.  James  being  the  successful  competitor.  The  second 
prize  also  went  to  one  of  our  students,  Mr.  G.  H.  Salton. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  nearly  all  our  graduates 
have  been  placed  in  positions  where  they  will  have  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  advancement  in  their  profession.  All  the  under¬ 
graduates  in  the  department  will  also  have  summer  work  in 
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mining  occupations.  For  this,  due  credit  must  be  given  to  the 
University  Employment  Service. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  the  department  is 
handicapped  by  the  condition  of  the  Mill.  The  timbers  and 
flooring  of  the  old  frame  structure  have  again  required  repair¬ 
ing.  Of  the  machinery  still  in  fair  condition,  some  is  full  size, 
some  half  or  quarter  size,  so  that  the  equipment  is  not  well 
balanced.  Much  is  past  its  usefulness;  the  rolls  broke  down 
this  year  and  must  be  replaced. 

A  few  small  or  laboratory  size  machines  have  been  in¬ 
stalled,  but  more  are  required  for  teaching  purposes  and  for 
tests  on  small  lots  of  ore ;  the  apparatus  provided  was  entirely 
inadequate  for  the  work  during  the  past  session.  It  is  also 
highly  desirable  to  install  a  mill  equipment  of  quarter-size 
machines  for  continuous  treatment  and  tonnage  tests. 

The  equipment  of  the  mining  laboratory  needs  attention. 
The  rock  drills  now  forming  part  of  it  are  of  types  no  longer 
used.  Space  should  be  provided  for  mine  models  and  provi¬ 
sion  made  for  their  building  or  purchase. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Col.  R.  W.  Leonard,  the  depart¬ 
ment  has  been  presented  with  a  glass  model  of  the  Coniagas 
Mine. 

Physics. 

The  growth  of  our  courses  in  Physics  with  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  pure  scientific  work,  as  well  as  the  course  in  Engineer¬ 
ing  Physics,  continues  to  crowd  our  already  congested  labora¬ 
tories.  Practically  every  corner  of  the  part  of  the  building 
devoted  to  Physics  is  taken  up  and  it  is  now  almost  impossible 
to  find  space  for  men  to  work.  More  room  is  needed  and  plans 
for  increased  space  should  be  discussed  at  an  early  date. 

Engineering  Society. 

Again  the  Engineering  Society  has  proved  itself  an  active 
organization,  and  under  the  wise  leadership  of  Mr.  L.  C. 
Anderson  has  been  a  real  fire  in  university  life.

The  routine  work  of  the  school  has  been  carried  on  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  The  organization  of  all  departments  is 
complete  and  the  staff  has  been  adequate. 

In  September  Dr.  John  Currie,  of  Edinburgh,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Professor  of  Preventive  Medicine  and  assumed  his 
duties  about  the  first  of  November.  This  is  a  new  depart¬ 
ment,  but  of  great  and  increasing  importance.  Dr.  Currie  is 
well  qualified  for  the  duties  by  training  and  experience,  and 
is  a  great  addition  to  the  personnel  of  the  staff. 

The  building  programme  of  the  General  Hospital  has 
made  progress  during  the  past  year.  The  service  building  is 
in  use.  The  heating  plant  has  been  in  operation  since  Octo¬ 
ber  and  is  working  well.  An  addition  to  the  Empire  Wing  to 
add  thirty  private  rooms  is  nearing  completion.  The  new 
unit  for  contagious  diseases  is  well  advanced  and  will  be 
ready  for  occupation  late  in  the  summer.  The  laundry  is  in 
process  of  erection.  Plans  for  the  clinical  building  are  in 
course  of  preparation.  There  will  be  a  pathological  unit  as  an 
extension  to  the  clinical  building.  It  is  unlikely  that  the 
clinical  facilities  will  be  available  before  1925. 

During  the  past  twenty  years  many  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  medical  course.  The  content  of  the  course,  its 
length  and  the  expense  have  all  advanced  from  year  to  year. 
The  session  is  now  an  eight  months  period  in  place  of  six. 
From  four  years  it  was  changed  to  five  and  then  to  six.  Fees 
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and  living  expenses  have  increased,  while  the  shorter  summer 
vacation  lessens  the  earning  possibilities  of  undergraduates. 
Under  present  conditions  a  medical  course  is  impossible,  for 
financial  reasons,  for  many  who  would  be  attracted  to  a  pro¬ 
fessional  career.  Unfortunately  there  are  changes  still  being 
made  by  neighboring  medical  schools  in  the  same  direction. 
Senior  matriculation  will  add  a  year  at  the  beginning  of  the 
course,  and  a  compulsory  hospital  year,  another  at  the  end 
of  the  course.  Seven  years  added  to  at  least  four  years  of 
high  school  work  is  a  long  period  of  training  for  a  professional 
life  which  may  be  spent  in  a  country  village,  a  frontier  town 
or  a  prairie  settlement.  The  present  standard  of  this  school 
is  arts  matriculation  for  entrance  and  six  years  of  college 
training,  during  which  at  least  two  periods  of  hospital  service 
are  taken.  This  faculty  is  unwilling  to  make  further  changes 
until  the  present  curriculum  has  come  into  full  force  and  its 
results  have  been  observed.  So  far  only  three  years  of  the 
six-year  course  are  in  operation. 

Medical  education  in  Canada  has  suffered  from  lack  of 
co-operation  between  the  medical  schools.  There  has  been  no 
opportunity  for  conference  and  no  attempt  made  to  secure  a 
reasonable  degree  of  uniformity  in  the  alteration  of  require¬ 
ments.  It  is  now  proposed  to  organize  a  Medical  Section  of 
the  Universities’  Conference  to  meet  once  a  year,  and  if  this 
is  done  successfully  it  will  have  an  excellent  effect  upon  all 
the  schools.

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QUEEN’S  SUMMER  SCHOOL,  1922. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
Summer  School  in  Arts  in  1922: 

The  increase  in  attendance  was  very  gratifying,  amount¬ 
ing  to  25%.  The  following  figures  speak  for  the  enlarging 
usefulness  of  the  school,  and  its  appeal  to  the  ambitious  and 
progressive  portion  of  our  teachers: — 1920,  231  students; 
1921,  289  students;  1922,  367.  The  School  of  Historical  Re¬ 
search  accounts  for  eleven  of  these,  leaving  356  in  attendance 
at  the  University. 

Of  the  367,  the  men  numbered  180,  women  187.  Of  the 
women,  30  were  nuns  or  teaching  sisters.  Among  the  men 
were  two  Presbyterian  ministers,  one  Anglican,  and  one 
Roman  Catholic  clergyman. 

The  extent  to  which  the  Summer  School  is  affording 
opportunity  for  graduate  study  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  at 
least  18  of  the  students  were  graduates  of  Queen’s,  three  of 
Dublin  University,  two  of  Toronto  University,  one  of  Wycliffe 
College,  one  of  Knox  College,  one  of  McGill,  one  of  Dalhousie, 
one  of  Laval,  and  one  of  the  Royal  Military  College.  Of  these 
graduates  three  were  doing  historical  research  in  the  Archives 
at  Ottawa.  This  list  may  not  be  complete  because  some  of 
these  students  fail  to  state  that  they  are  graduates. 

The  sources  of  our  attendance  are  as  follows:  From  New¬ 
foundland,  2;  from  Nova  Scotia,  4;  from  Prince  Edward 
Island,  1;  from  New  Brunswick,  3;  from  Quebec,  21;  from 
Ontario,  313;  from  Manitoba,  5;  from  Saskatchewan,  4;  from 
Alberta,  13;  from  British  Columbia,  3;  from  England,  1,  and 
from  the  United  States,  1. 

The  proportion  of  new  students  was  unusually  large,  and 
yet  sixty-eight  took  work  in  advanced  courses.  In  some  cases 
these  courses  are  necessary  for  the  pass  degree,  but  many  of 
these  were  working  for  honour  standing  or  the  degree  of 
M.A.  This  was  exclusive  of  those  working  in  Historical  Re- 
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search  in  the  Archives.  The  desire  thus  shown  by  the  students 

for  advanced  standing  was  one  academic  feature  of  the  school, 

* 

and  is  evidence  of  an  ambition  for  more  than  the  minimum 
qualification  for  their  work.  In  response  to  this  demand, 
advanced  work  was  given  in  fourteen  courses,  in  seven  of  the 
twelve  subjects.

The  enlarging  classes  and  the  numbers  taking  advanced 
work  will  justify  and,  indeed,  make  necessary  the  presence  of 
two  well  qualified  instructors  in  most  of  the  subjects. 

Our  October  Convocation  of  1922  was  marked  by  the  un¬ 
usually  large  number  of  students  receiving  degrees,  and  by  the 
fact  that  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  autumn  convoca¬ 
tion  in  Queen’s  a  number  of  students  were  present  for  laurea- 
tion.  Of  the  34  students  graduating  as  B.A.  on  that  occasion, 
32  had  taken  all  their  work  extra-murally  and  by  Summer 
School  study. 

The  courses  for  physical  education  were  for  the  first  time 
sufficiently  numerous  and  varied  to  satisfy  all  demands,  except 
that  no  course  could  be  offered  for  which  the  Ontario  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  would  give  full  credit.  We  hope  to  obtain 
such  a  course  for  1923.  The  courses  given  under  this  heading 
were:

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Of  those  taking  Grade  B  Strathcona  Course  six  passed 
the  examination  and  obtained  certificates.  Of  the  twelve  who 
took  Grade  A  Course,  eleven  passed  the  written  examination 
and  will  be  permitted  to  complete  the  course  this  next  summer, 
when  a  practical  examination  will  be  given.  Miss  Dickson  re¬ 
ports  that  her  students  were  very  satisfactory  in  attention 
and  attendance,  and  that  the  work  given  covered  all  that  would 
be  given  in  one  school  year  by  a  teacher. 

The  Strathcona  Courses  are  given  free  of  cost  to  the 
University  by  the  Department  of  Militia.  The  courses  in 
Folk  Dancing  were  also  free  this  year,  but  this  could  not  be 
continued. 

The  growth  of  the  Summer  School  is  such  an  evidence  of 
desire  for  summer  study  that  the  question  arises  whether 
Queen’s  should  not  lead  the  way  in  Canada  to  a  summer  term 
of  three  months,  one-half  of  which  would  correspond  with  our 
present  six  weeks’  Summer  School  for  teachers.  This  should 
be  discussed  with  the  students  during  the  coming  summer.  It 
would  serve  as  a  third  term  for  regular  intra-mural  students 
under  certain  conditions,  and  might  enable  a  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  those  who  fall  behind  in  the  winter  to  regain  a  place  in 
their  classes.  It  might  also  enable  mature  and  able  students  to 
finish  their  courses  in  less  than  the  usual  four  years.  Such 
opportunities  are  now  offered  by  some  of  the  best  universities 
in  the  United  States.

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SCHOOL  OF  NAVIGATION. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  herewith  the  annual  report 
for  the  ninth  session  of  the  School  of  Navigation. 

The  school  has  just  closed  a  successful  session,  the  attend¬ 
ance  being  about  the  same  as  last  year.  The  interest  has  been 
keen  and  the  same  high  standard  of  work  has  been  main¬ 
tained.  The  school  opened  on  January  2nd  and  closed  March 
31st.  The  total  number  enrolled  was  29,  but  14  had  insuffi¬ 
cient  time  served  at  sea.  These  will  come  up  for  examination 
later. 

Eight  were  successful  in  the  Dominion  examinations  for 


certificates  as  follows:

Of  these,  three  wrote  on  the  more  extended  examination  for 
University  certificate. 

The  teaching  of  Navigation  and  Rules  of  the  Road  has 
been  conducted  by  Capt.  A.  Barrett,  of  the  George  M.  Hall 
Coal  Co.  The  Inspector  from  the  Technical  Education  De¬ 
partment  at  Toronto  speaks  most  highly  of  the  work  of  the 
school.  Dean  J.  C.  Connell  has  continued  to  give  the  eyesight 
examinations. 

The  equipment  has  been  extended  by  the  addition  of  a 
terrestrial  globe  and  a  compass  with  binnacle  and  stand  com¬ 
plete.  This  was  loaned  by  the  Canada  Steamships,  Limited, 
through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Coverdale,  the  president  of 
the  company.  The  equipment  is  now  very  complete,  and,  with 
the  books  in  the  library  of  the  school,  the  men  attending  find 
nearly  all  the  facilities  they  need.  A  deviascope  for  study¬ 
ing  compass  adjustment  is  still  lacking,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
this  may  be  acquired  soon.

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COURSES  IN  COMMERCE  AND  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  work  begun  in  1919,  when  the  Courses  in  Commerce 
and  Administration  were  established,  progressed  favorably 
during  the  past  session.  On  account  of  the  requirements  of  a 
considerable  proportion  of  Arts  classes  in  the  Commerce 
Courses,  it  is  not  easy  to  distinguish  the  number  of  students 
registered,  but  the  increasing  size  of  individual  classes  shows 
a  gratifying  growth. 

The  addition  of  the  Courses  in  Accounting  has  increased 
the  teaching  staff  to  six  and  has  permitted  the  offering  of 
more  extended  courses  of  instruction. 

In  accordance  with  an  established  policy,  a  considerable 
number  of  lectures  on  business  subjects  were  given  by  men 
outside  the  University.  The  Director  wishes  to  acknowledge, 
not  only  in  this  but  in  other  respects,  the  increasingly  hearty 
cooperation  the  Courses  are  receiving  from  business  men.  A 
series  of  lectures  planned  some  time  ago  was  given  by  Mr.  H. 
S.  Pearson,  of  the  Taylor  Society,  and  attended  by  not  only 
Commerce  and  Engineering  students,  but  also  a  number  of 
business  men  of  the  city. 

The  Courses  in  Commerce  and  Administration  have  this 
year  suffered  a  serious  and  regrettable  loss  in  the  resignation 
of  the  former  Director,  Professor  W.  C.  Clark.  Not  only  the 
teaching  course  but  those  in  Banking  and  Accounting  owe 
more  than  any  outsider  can  estimate  to  the  untiring  energy  of 
Professor  Clark.  The  most  of  the  results  obtained  for  some 
years  will  be  but  the  fruit  of  his  planting. 

Courses  in  Banking. 

There  has  been  during  the  past  year  a  regrettable  de¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  registrants  in  these  Courses.  The 
total  number  has  declined  from  406  to  250.  First  year  regis¬ 
tration  in  the  Fellows’  Course  has  fallen  from  136  to  119  and 
second  -year  registration  from  179  to  131.  The  registration  in 
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Banking  Spanish  shows  a  decline  from  82  in  the  first  year  and 
9  in  the  second,  to  47  in  the  first  and  18  in  the  second.  In 
part  this  decline  is  due  to  conditions  external  to  the  Univer¬ 
sity,  but  it  is  a  situation  which  calls  for  increased  attention  on 
the  part  of  the  University. 

The  work  begun  in  previous  years  in  giving  lecture  courses 
to  local  Bankers’  Institutes  has  been  continued,  but  on  a  dim¬ 
inished  scale.  The  only  regular  series  was  given  in  the  Kings¬ 
ton  Institute.  In  the  giving  of  this  series  of  lectures  Dean 
Skelton,  Professors  C.  E.  Walker,  R.  S.  H.  Smails,  and  W.  A. 
Mackintosh  and  Mr.  R.  Easton  Burns  cooperated.  It  is  desir¬ 
able  that  this  phase  of  the  work  should  be  gradually  extended 
if  our  educational  work  is  to  attain  its  full  measure  of  service. 

We  have  again  to  refer  to  the  generosity  of  the  Imperial 
Bank  in  renewing  for  the  current  year  the  scholarship  which 
was  established  in  memory  of  the  late  D.  R.  Wilkie,  General 
Manager  of  that  bank.  This  scholarship  was  last  year  awarded 
to  Mr.  W.  F.  Reid,  of  the  Imperial  Bank,  Toronto,  for  an  essay 
entitled  “A  Statement  of  Affairs  and  its  Presentation  to  Head 
Office.” 

In  the  Associates’  Course  last  year  124  men  were  gradu¬ 
ated,  while  50  completed  the  Fellows’  Course. 

Courses  in  Accounting. 

The  work  begun  last  year  in  establishing  as  the  agency  of 
the  Institute  of  Chartered  Accountants  and  in  cooperation  with 
the  Board  of  Instruction  of  that  Institute,  courses  for  students 
preparing  for  Chartered  Accountancy  examinations,  has  been 
almost  completed.  The  Course  has  entailed  the  planning,  writ¬ 
ing  and  printing  of  four  courses  of  26  lessons  each,  comprising 
in  total  some  fifteen  hundred  large  pages,  in  addition  to  the 
examination  of  some  seven  thousand  students’  exercises. 
With  some  minor  exceptions,  this  work  has  been  done  by  the 
staff  of  the  Courses  of  Commerce  and  Administration  under 
the  direction  of  Professor  W.  C.  Clark,  and  the  present  Direc¬ 
tor  wishes  to  record  his  appreciation  of  the  splendid  way  in 
which  members  of  the  Accounting  Staff  have  borne  the  heavy 
burden  of  the  year’s  work. 
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The  success  of  these  Courses  now  seems  assured,  and 
those  responsible  for  them  have  been  gratified  to  receive  from 
students  and  members  of  the  accounting  profession  alike  warm 
praise  of  the  excellence  of  the  work  being  done.  This  success 
could  not  have  been  achieved  had  it  not  been  for  the  effective 
cooperation  of  the  Committee  of  Instructors  of  the  Institute  of 
Chartered  Accountants  of  Ontario. 

There  is  this  year  a  total  registration  of  243,  in  addition 
to  some  few  students  who  for  various  reasons  failed  to  com¬ 
plete  their  courses  last  year  and  are  being  allowed  to  finish 
during  the  present  session.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CATALOGUING  DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  year  1922-23  the  Cataloguing  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Library  catalogued  6,343  volumes,  an  increase  of 
40%  over  the  record  for  1921-22,  with  a  decrease  of  25%  in 
the  salary  cost  per  volume. 

The  new  books  in  all  subjects  previously  catalogued  have 
been  added  as  received,  and,  in  addition,  Philosophy  and  Music 
have  been  finished,  Spanish  nearly  completed,  and  Science 
begun  during  the  year.  The  department  has  assisted  in  the 
reference  work  of  the  library,  and  data  for  a  “Union  list  of 
periodicals  and  scientific  publications  in  Canadian  libraries” 
now  being  compiled  by  McGill  University  has  been  collected 
under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Head  Cataloguer.

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REPORT  OF  SCIENCE  RESEARCH  COMMITTEE. 

On  behalf  of  the  University  Committee  on  Scientific  Re¬ 
search,  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report : 

Professor  A.  LI.  Hughes,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  D.  C. 
Rose,  conducted  an  investigation  on  Soft  X-rays  and  devel¬ 
oped  an  automatic  method  of  recording  curves  which  will  have 
important  applications.  He  has  also  conducted  an  investiga¬ 
tion  of  Spectrum  Intensities,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  P. 
Lowe,  of  the  Royal  Military  College.  This  has  consisted  of  a 
study  of  intensities  in  spectra  attacked  from  a  new  point  of 
view.  It  is  possible  to  specify  with  much  greater  precision 
the  exact  circumstances  controlling  the  emission  of  light.  Two 
papers  have  been  completed  and  the  field  is  as  yet  hardly 
touched. 

Professor  J.  K.  Robertson  has  made  a  critical  study  of  the 
two  best  methods  of  measuring  spectrum  intensity,  viz.,  by 
the  use  of  the  microphotometer  and  the  neutral  wedge  .method. 

Professor  A.  L.  Clark,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  W.  V. 
Ball,  has  begun  an  investigation  of  the  possible  cooling  effect 
on  a  gas  expanding  freely  into  a  vacuum.  This  is  an  old  prob¬ 
lem  and  one  of  fundamental  importance  which  has  been  inves¬ 
tigated  many  times  without  positive  result.  It  is  thought  that 
with  the  apparatus  of  the  modern  Physics  laboratory  the  effect 
may  be  measured.  The  work  involves  heavy  experimental  dif¬ 
ficulties  and  will  not  be  completed  for  several  years. 

Professor  W.  C.  Baker  is  making  a  study  of  the  con¬ 
ductivity  of  metals  in  strong  electric  fields.  This  work  will  be 
continued  during  the  summer. 

Mr.  H.  de  Miffonis,  a  graduate  student  in  Physics,  has 
conducted  a  research  on  Absorption  of  Light  by  the  Atmos¬ 
phere.  This  will  have  an  important  application  to  the  illumin- 
ants  used  in  lighthouses.  This  piece  of  work  is  being  conducted 
under  the  direction  of  members  of  the  staff,  and  Professor 
Robertson  in  particular. 
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Professor  R.  0.  Earl  has  been  engaged  on  a  study  of  the 
Inheritance  of  Habit  and  Pigmentation  in  C.  japonica.  This 
will  be  continued. 

Mr.  A.  F.  G.  Cadenhead  has  conducted  a  research  on  the 
Dispersion  of  Manganese  or  Manganese  Compounds  colloidally 
in  certain  organic  liquids  of  an  aldehyde  nature.  He  intends 
to  pursue  this  work  further,  as  well  as  to  continue  his  work 
on  colloidal  mercury.  These  investigations,  while  at  present 
of  mainly  scientific  interest,  can  hardly  fail  to  become  import¬ 
ant  commercially. 

Professor  A.  C.  Neish,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  A.  G. 
Hamilton,  has  been  experimenting  on  a  Two-Color  Method  of 
Color  Photography. 

Professor  G.  B.  Reed  has  conducted  a  research  on  the  rela¬ 
tion  of  growth  rate  and  structure  of  bacteria  to  the  electrical 
potential  carried  by  the  cells.  One  paper  is  in  press  and  fur¬ 
ther  results  will  be  forthcoming  shortly.  Also,  with  the  co¬ 
operation  of  Dr.  W.  D.  Hay,  Professor  Reed  has  conducted  a 
research  on  the  Bacteriology  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

Professor  L.  F.  Goodwin  has  completed  investigations  for 
three  papers  now  ready  for  publication — The  Equilibrium  in 
the  Causticising  Process;  The  Effect  of  Additions  of  Sodium 
Sulphide  on  the  Causticising  Equilibrium,  with  Mr.  I.  L.  Sills ; 
and  The  Causticising  Equilibrium  at  Low  Concentrations, 
with  Mr.  K.  L.  McAlpine. 

Professor  A.  B.  Klugh  has  been  conducting  an  investiga¬ 
tion  on  Polymorphism  in  the  Chlorophyceae. 

The  Plancton  chlorophyceae  (Green  Algae)  constitute 
one  of  the  chief  foods  of  the  minute  crustaceans  and  other 
small  animals  which,  in  turn,  form  the  food  of  fresh-water 
fish,  and  hence  are  of  considerable  economic  importance. 

The  identification  and  classification  of  these  algae  is  at 
present  in  a  state  of  great  confusion,  this  state  of  affairs  being 
due  to  (1)  the  fact  that  many  of  the  forms  resemble  one 
another  so  closely  that  extremely  critical  work  is  necessary  to 
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find  constant  characters  which  serve  for  their  separation;  (2) 
the  fact  that  the  species  have  been  described  without  any 
cultural  studies  on  their  life-histories. 

Professor  J.  A.  McRae  has  continued  the  work  carried  on 
at  Manchester  University — Syntheses  of  Alkylidenecyanoacetic 
Acids  and  of  Substituted  Succinic  Acids.  Also,  with  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  Mr.  J.  L.  Wilson,  he  has  been  conducting  an  investi¬ 
gation  of  the  Condensation  of  Anisaldehyde  and  Sodium 
Cyanoacetate,  and  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  G.  L.  McRory, 
he  has  been  conducting  an  investigation  on  the  Condensation 
of  m-nitrobenzaldehyde  and  Sodium  Cyanoacetate.  There  has 
also  been  in  progress  an  investigation  of  the  chemical  constitu¬ 
ents  of  water  hemlock  (Cicuta  maculata),  with  Mr.  R. 
Manske;  and  an  investigation  into  a  proposed  process  for 
manufacturing  vanillin,  with  Mr.  J.  Hunter. 

Dr.  J.  Miller,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  W.  Susman,  has 
been  engaged  on  the  study  of  the  thyroid  glands  in  fatal  cases 
of  disease  in  general  and  in  cases  of  excision  for  surgical  affec¬ 
tions.  He  has  also  been  carrying  out  observation  upon  the 
Kahn  test  for  syphilis  with  Dr.  Little. 

Dr.  Little  has  been  continuing  his  work  on  the  action  of 
anilin  dyes  upon  pathogenic  micro-organisms.  Some  of  this 
work  was  demonstrated  at  the  meeting  of  the  Ontario  Medical 
Association  last  summer. 

For  next  year  the  following  researches  are  projected: 

Professor  A.  L.  Clark — Continuation  of  work  on  the  Cool¬ 
ing  of  Gases  upon  Free  Expansion ;  Completion  of  Problem  on 
the  Viscosity  of  Ethyl  Ether  near  the  Critical  Point. 

Professor  A.  C.  Neish — The  Production  of  Metallic  Thor¬ 
ium  in  the  Electric  Furnace. 

Professor  A.  B.  Klugh — Polymorphism  in  the  Chloro- 
phyceae;  The  Measurement  of  Light  Intensities  in  Aquatic 
and  Terrestrial  Habitats. 

Professor  J.  Miller — Histological  Changes  in  Post-mortem 
and  Excised  Thyroid  Glands. 
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Dr.  Little — Action  of  Aniline  Dyes  as  Anti-bacterial 
Agents. 

Dr.  G.  B.  Reed — Catophoretic  Potential  and  Growth  of 
Bacteria;  Bacteriology  of  Scarlet  Fever,  with  the  assistance 
of  Dr.  Hay. 

Professor  R.  0.  Earl — Investigation  on  Crepis. 

Mr.  A.  F.  G.  Cadenhead — Colloidal  Manganese  in  Organic 
Liquids  and  on  Colloidal  Mercury. 

Mr.  R.  L.  Dorrance — The  Electrometric  Determination  of 
the  Transference  Numbers  of  Acetic  Acid. 

Mr.  W.  V.  Ball — The  Resistivity  and  Temperature  Coeffi¬ 
cient  of  India  Ink  and  other  Allied  Substances  of  High  Re¬ 
sistivity  to  determine  whether  these  substances  obey  Ohm’s 
Law. 

Professor  McRae — Preparation  of  Substituted  Phenyl- 
ethylamines. 

Professor  Hughes — Ionization  and  Radiation  Phenomena ; 
continuation  of  Investigation  on  Ihtensity  Relations  in  Spectra. 

Professor  W.  C.  Baker — The  Effect  of  an  Electric  Field 
on  Resistance  of  Metals. 

Professor  Robertson — Continuation  of  the  work  on  the 
Electrodeless  Discharge. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  lists  that  the  research 
spirit  at  Queen’s  is  growing  rapidly.  It  is  too  early  to  expect 
results  of  such  importance  as  to  attract  world-wide  attention, 
but  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  these  results  will  be 
forthcoming.  The  committee  has  been  more  concerned  with 
building  up  a  proper  spirit  of  research  than  in  immediate  re¬ 
sults,  important  though  these  would  be  for  enlisting  support. 

The  committee  is  handicapped  by  insufficient  funds,  and 
the  amount  of  work  done  is  not  as  large  as  has  been  hoped  it 
would  be.  Much  of  the  expense  incurred  has  been  in  the  acqui¬ 
sition  of  standard  equipment  possessed  by  most  laboratories. 
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Much  more  is  needed.  Another  serious  difficulty  experienced 
by  the  committee  is  the  lack  of  room  available  for  the  work. 

A  glass-blower  would  be  a  most  valuable  adjunct  to  the 
workshop  and  would  require  only  a  small  addition  to  the 
appropriation  since  a  large  part  of  his  time  would  be  spent  on 
making  glassware  now  purchased  from  the  dealers. 

Finally,  two  or  three  fellowships  of  sufficient  magnitude  to 
enable  students  to  return  for  a  year  for  advanced  study  and 
research  would  do  much  to  increase  the  interest  in  research 
and  swell  the  output.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  WOMEN. 

There  have  been  registered  intra-murally  this  year  266 
women  students,  of  whom  79  were  new  girls  doing  Universitjr 
work  for  the  first  time  and  17  were  registered  for  the  first 
time  as  intra-mural  students. 

Of  these  266  women  students,

Of  those  who  were  unable  to  continue  at  the  University 
throughout  the  session,  three  withdrew  because  of  ill-health, 
two  because  they  were  needed  at  their  homes,  and  one  Kings¬ 
ton  girl  has  not  stated  the  reason  of  her  withdrawal.  Three 
of  these  six  young  women  continued  a  part  of  their  work 
extra-murally  until  the  end  of  the  session. 

All  members  of  the  University  were  saddened  at  the  death 
of  Miss  L.  Mary  Smith,  of  Maxville,  Ont.,  which  occurred  at 
her  home  in  January.  Miss  Smith  was  an  accomplished  young 
woman  in  her  first  year  at  the  University,  and  a  brilliant  stud- 
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ent.  She  was  intensely  interested  in  all  the  activities  of  Uni¬ 
versity  life,  and  exceedingly  ambitious  to  perform  well  what¬ 
ever  she  undertook,  whether  philanthropic  work,  of  which  she 
did  a  great  deal;  or  the  pursuit  of  knowledge;  or  the  acquire¬ 
ment  of  proficiency  in  music,  of  which  she  was  an  eager  lover ; 
or  the  lighter  things  pertaining  to  sport  and  social  intercourse. 
To  her  parents  the  whole  University  extends  deepest  sympathy 
in  their  sad  bereavement. 

Except  for  the  most  regrettable  instance  mentioned  above, 
the  health  record  for  the  year  is  as  good  as  usual.  There  have 
been  many  cases  of  influenza,  but  only  two  serious  enough  to 
necessitate  withdrawal;  two  cases  of  measles,  and  one  very 
light  case  of  scarlet  fever.  The  wise  procedure  of  the  medical 
officer  and  medical  staff  prevented  any  spread  of  the  two  last- 
named  diseases. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  report  that  the  Levana  Society 
has  broadened  greatly  during  the  past  session.  The  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  Levana  Society  has  been  revised,  and  Article  III., 
Membership,  now  reads  in  part:  “There  shall  be  no  initiation.” 
Some  of  the  members  of  Levana  have  organized  a  Women’s 
Debating  Club,  which  has  had  several  profitable  meetings  dur¬ 
ing  the  winter.  Two  of  its  members  were  sent  to  McGill  Uni¬ 
versity  to  compete  in  the  first  women’s  intercollegiate  debate 
in  Canada,  and  gained  the  victory.  Levana  also  instituted  the 
“Levana  Dinner”  this  year,  which  is  a  move  in  the  right  direc¬ 
tion,  since  every  girl  may  be  present  if  she  chooses — a  thing 
that  is  not  true  of  most  of  the  University  social  functions;  and 
the  occasion  affords  practice  in  public  speaking  for  those  whose 
attainments  lead  them  in  that  direction.  The  student  pro¬ 
posals  of  toasts  and  responses  were  admirable,  and  those  who 
did  not  speak  certainly  heard  good  examples  of  what  may  be 
done  by  student  speakers. 

The  women  students  have  welcomed  very  cordially  their 
new  physical  instructress,  Miss  Edna  Chown,  and  I  have  heard 
nothing  but  praise  of  her  work  in  class,  in  directing  sports,  in 
preparing  for  the  excellent  exhibition  of  her  work  given 
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toward  the  end  of  the  session,  and  in  all  her  relations  with 
them. 

In  addition  to  my  regular  duties  as  Dean  of  Women,  I 
have  this  year,  as  usual,  corresponded  with  many  extra-mural 
students  regarding  their  Courses,  and  I  was  in  my  office  each 
morning  from  nine  until  twelve  o’clock  during  the  Summer 
School,  to  assist  women  students  in  planning  their  courses,  and 
found  my  time  during  those  hours  fully  occupied.

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PHYSICAL  TRAINING  FOR  SEASON  1922-23. 

Gymnasium  classes  for  1st  year  students  were  started  on 
20th  October  and  continued  throughout  the  session  until  13th 
of  April. 

The  first  three  weeks  of  the  season  were  devoted  to  track 
and  field  work  in  preparation  for  the  annual  field  day  and  for 
the  Intercollegiate  Meet.  During  this  period  medical  examin¬ 
ations  were  being  conducted  by  the  Medical  Adviser  and 
gymnasium  classes  were  started  for  men  and  women,  although 
only  women  had  been  examined.  The  matter  of  giving  work, 
before  knowing  the  vital  needs  of  students,  has  always  been 
one  of  considerable  concern,  and,  naturally,  only  the  lightest 
setting-up  exercises  were  attempted  until  charts  were  sent 
from  Medical  Adviser  to  show  the  standard  of  fitness  of  candi¬ 
dates  for  gymnasium  work.  Under  the  proposed  scheme 
which  is  now  being  perfected  by  Dr.  Currie  this  feature  will 
be  eliminated  and  class  work  will  be  safer  for  all  students, 
as  grading  will  be  completed  before  work  in  the  gymnasium 
is  started. 

The  attendance  in  Arts,  Science,  and  Medicine  has  been 
regular  and  satisfactory  and  several  in  each  faculty  are  now 
completing  their  attendance  in  order  to  forego  taking  it  over 
again  next  year.  There  has  been  considerable  sickness  for 
short  periods,  and  credit  for  such  time  lost  has  been  given  on 
presentation  of  certificate  from  the  Medical  Adviser  to  that 
effect. 

The  medical  examination  charts  have  been  carefully  gone 
over  and  remedial  exercises  have  been  outlined  for  those  re¬ 
quiring  them.  In  the  case  of  flatfoot,  which  is  very  prevalent, 
regular  work  in  every  class  is  given  to  help  to  offset  these  con¬ 
ditions  ;  and,  as  a  preventive  measure,  severe  cases  were 
given  further  home  treatment.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  a 
more  careful  following  up  of  these  cases  has  not  been  possible 
in  order  to  determine  the  exact  amount  of  benefit  that  has 
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been  accomplished,  but,  in  future,  second  and  third  re-examina¬ 
tions  will  provide  this  data  for  all. 

Seven  students  only  have  been  granted  exemption  from 
gymnasium  work  on  account  of  physical  unfitness,  and  of  this 
number  three  have  been  able  by  means  of  light  and  suitable 
exercises  to  attend  gym  classes  regularly;  taking  part  in  cer¬ 
tain  exercises  and  maintaining  and  preserving  good  health, 
although  debarred  from  the  more  strenuous  games  and  gym¬ 
nasium  activities. 

We  have  had  a  busy  season,  with  splendid  competition  in 
inter-year  and  inter-faculty  basketball,  and  have  found  con¬ 
siderable  material  to  augment  our  first  team.  The  senior 
basketball  team  won  its  two  home  games  and  at  the  end  of  the 
Intercollegiate  schedule  a  three-cornered  tie  was  registered. 
McGill  won  the  honours  by  a  close  margin  score  at  Ottawa. 

The  women’s  basketball  team  had  also  an  enthusiastic 
season  and,  although  not  winning  any  games  in  Montreal,  put 
up  a  splendid  fight  in  all  their  contests. 

We  have  had  several  indoor  track  meets  this  winter  in 
order  to  develop  and  encourage  students  in  this  line  of  sport, 
and  were  fortunate  in  securing  Mr.  Knox,  Olympic  champion, 
to  help  us  for  two  days  in  the  best  methods  now  employed  in 
track  and  field  events,  and  we  expect  to  have  results  from 
more  conscientious  summer  training. 

Boxing,  wrestling  and  fencing  classes  have  been  given 
three  times  weekly  throughout  the  session,  and  an  average  of 
100  have  taken  up  the  work,  not  as  a  matter  of  trying  to  win 
Intercollegiate  honours,  but  simply  to  learn  something  of  the 
art  and  to  have  the  more  intensive  exercise  which  this  training 
affords. 

The  usual  gymnasium  classes  for  the  staff  have  been  given 
twice  weekly.  As  formerly,  the  staff  basketball  team  has  de¬ 
feated  the  freshmen  teams  of  Arts,  Science  and  Medicine. 

The  freshettes  gave  their  annual  exhibition  of  work  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Chown  and  performed  very  creditably, 
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winding  up  a  season  of  regular  work  in  which  no  extreme 
methods  were  attempted,  but  in  which  the  aim  of  all  depart¬ 
ments  is  the  harmonious  development  of  the  body  and  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  health. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  a  much  more  satisfactory  solu¬ 
tion  to  many  problems  when  the  new  scheme  of  physical  train¬ 
ing  which  is  being  formulated  by  Dr.  Currie  comes  into  effect. 
It  will  eliminate  many  of  our  present  difficulties  and  will  co¬ 
ordinate  the  whole  department,  a  matter  at  once  mutually 
beneficial  to  student  and  staff. 

I  have  applied  to  the  Physical  Education  Committee  to 
purchase  some  much-needed  equipment,  and  contemplate  re¬ 
pairs  to  shower  baths  and  lockers  that  will  make  the  gym¬ 
nasium  more  efficient. 

The  question  of  ventilation  is  being  considered  and  esti¬ 
mates  have  been  presented  to  have  this  and  other  repairs  made 
to  this  building. 

We  shall  have  four  first  class  cinder  tennis  courts  in  readi¬ 
ness  for  the  Summer  School  and  these  will  help  materially  in 
saving  the  grass  courts,  which  are  usually  worn  bare  before 
the  opening  of  College  in  the  fall.

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REPORT  OF  WOMEN’S  BRANCH  OF  PHYSICAL 

EDUCATION. 

The  freshettes  were  examined  as  usual  by  Dr.  Macdonald 
before  beginning  the  regular  work  and  he  found  them  on  the 
whole  to  be  in  better  physical  condition  than  in  previous  years. 
Five  only  were  exempted  from  gymnasium  work.  The  most 
outstanding  faults  noticed  were  poor  posture,  round  shoulders 
and  flat  feet,  and  corrective  exercises  were  given  to  remedy 
these  defects. 

The  girls  were  very  enthusiastic  over  field  hockey,  which 
was  played  all  fall  on  the  lower  campus.  The  fine  weather 
permitted  games  to  be  played  almost  every  afternoon,  and 
there  was  a  great  deal  of  interest  and  keen  competition  be¬ 
tween  the  years.  As  this  is  the  only  out-of-doors  game  which 
the  girls  play,  too  much  cannot  be  said  for  its  benefit  to  the 
health  of  those  taking  part. 

The  inter-year  basketball  games  were  played  off  before 
Christmas,  and  a  squad  chosen  of  “possibles”  for  the  varsity 
team.  These  girls  were  given  a  special  medical  examination 
and  went  into  training,  so  that  they  were  in  splendid  physical 
condition  for  the  games.  The  women’s  Intercollegiate  basket¬ 
ball  tournament  was  held  this  year  at  Royal  Victoria  College, 
McGill.  Queen’s  lost  to  Toronto  and  McGill,  but  were  success¬ 
ful  in  winning  a  game  with  the  McGill  School  of  Physical 
Education.  As  this  is  the  first  game  we  have  won,  it  was  very 
encouraging.  We  are  at  a  disadvantage  here  with  no  strong 
teams  to  compete  against  and  no  opportunity  to  play  any 
matches  before  the  tournament  as  the  other  colleges  have,  but 
the  benefit  to  be  had  from  visiting  the  other  Universities  and 
meeting  their  students  is  worth  the  extra  effort  our  girls  have 
to  make. 

Ice-hockey  inter-year  games  were  played  off  as  usual,  and 
several  games  were  played  against  the  Collegiate  Institute. 
The  swimming  tank  has  been  used  all  winter,  and  an  interest 
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was  aroused  in  life  saving  with  a  view  to  having  an  organized 
Royal  Life  Saving  Society  next  winter. 

The  gymnasium  classes  have  been  well  attended  all  year 
except  for  a  short  period  during  the  ’flu  epidemic.  The  girls 
showed  a  special  interest  in  folk  dancing,  which  is  very  good 
exercise  and  develops  a  grace  and  poise  not  to  be  obtained 
from  ordinary  Swedish  gymnastics.  The  year’s  work  was 
concluded  with  an  exhibition  to  hold  the  interest  of  the  girls 
and  show  the  work  done  in  class. 

The  freshettes  are  at  present  the  only  ones  who  have 
compulsory  work,  and  although  the  other  years  may  attend 
voluntary  classes,  it  is  not  generally  the  girls  who  really  need 
the  work  who  elect  to  do  so.  If  physical  training  could  be 
made  compulsory  for  one  hour  a  week  in  at  least  the  second 
year  better  and  more  lasting  results  could  be  obtained.

The  Trustees’  grant  for  the  session  was  $1200,  and  the 
Ladies’  Musical  Society  generously  gave  $50  towards  the  funds 
at  the  disposal  of  the  committee.

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THE  FIFTH  FIELD  COMPANY. 

During  the  session  of  1922-23  the  training  carried  out  by 
the  Fifth  Field  Company  was  of  a  character  to  prepare  the 
sappers  and  N.C.O.’s  for  the  examination  papers  set  under 
the  C.O.T.C.  regulations  as  qualification  for  officers’  certifi¬ 
cates  in  the  Canadian  Engineers,  because  it  was  always  felt 
that  provision  should  be  made  to  permit  the  students  who  are 
training  for  engineers  in  civil  life  to  obtain  the  qualifications 
necessary  to  take  up  military  duties  as  engineers  with  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  preparation  should  the  need  for  them  ever  arise  again. 

The  response  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  company 
has  been  most  encouraging.  About  55  enrolled  for  this  train¬ 
ing  and  30  wrote  upon  the  examinations  held  in  March  by  the 
War  Office.  Of  these  all  passed  the  preliminary  practical  ex¬ 
aminations  and  similar  results  are  expected  from  the  written 
papers  which  are  examined  in  England  and  for  which  the 
marks  will  not  be  known  till  midsummer. 

During  the  next  session  it  is  planned  to  carry  out  the 
engineer  training  necessary  for  the  engineer  qualification,  and 
at  the  same  time  train  in  the  infantry  work  any  recruits  or 
others  who  have  not  written  on  the  infantry  papers. 

The  work  done  by  the  Fifth  Field  Company  has  been  the 
subject  of  much  favorable  comment  from  the  engineer  offi¬ 
cers  to  whom  it  is  known.  For  it  is  the  only  way  in  which 
engineer  battalions  can  be  provided  with  officers,  and  the  wast¬ 
ing  of  technically  trained  men  in  the  ranks  prevented.

The  past  session  has  shown  great  strides  in  athletics  at 
the  University.  The  George  Richardson  Memorial  Stadium 
and  the  Jock  Harty  Arena  have  been  of  great  assistance  in 
the  development  of  athletes  and  teams.  The  work  of  the 
Board  has  increased  greatly  in  the  last  two  years  on  account  of 
the  increased  attendance  at  senior  games  and  the  additional 
equipment  acquired. 

Results  obtained  by  teams : 

1.  Rugby. 

(a)  Seniors  won  the  Intercollegiate  and  championship  of 
Canada.  They  were  a  very  powerful  team  and  one 
which  the  graduates  and  student  body  could  be 
proud  of. 

(b)  Intermediates  lost  their  first  game  to  R.  M.  C. 
by  a  one-sided  score  and  were  defeated  in  the  second 
game  after  a  close  contest. 
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(c)  Juniors  won  their  district  and  reached  the  finals 
when  it  was  discovered  that  a  player  was  not  eligible. 
This  was  immediately  reported  to  the  Intercollegiate 
Union  and  the  junior  team  withdrawn. 

2.  Track. 

Although  no  team  was  sent  to  the  Intercollegiate  meet, 
the  Track  Club  have  developed  several  good  men  and  have  held 
some  indoor  meets  through  the  winter  which  should  bear  re¬ 
sults  in  the  near  future. 

3.  Boxing,  Wrestling  and  Fencing. 

This  year’s  Intercollegiate  tournament  was  held  at  Kings¬ 
ton  and  Queen’s  won  two  of  the  boxing  events.  Our  boxing 
team  visited  New  Haven,  meeting  the  Yale  University  team, 
and  won  one  bout  out  of  six. 

4.  Hockey. 

(a)  The  senior  team,  composed  of  some  of  last  year’s 
seniors,  intermediate  and  junior  players,  made  a  very  credit¬ 
able  showing,  winning  from  McGill  in  Montreal,  from  the 
University  of  Montreal  in  Kingston  and  carrying  the  Varsity 
team  to  overtime  in  Toronto. 

(b)  The  intermediate  O.H.A.  team  was  put  out  of  the 
running  in  the  first  round.  The  intermediate  Intercollegiate 
team  was  defeated  by  Varsity  in  the  finals. 

(c)  Junior  O.H.A.  team  was  defeated  in  the  first  round 
of  the  O.H.A.,  while  the  junior  Intercollegiate  team  was  beaten 
by  R.  M.  C. 

5.  Basketball. 

The  basketball  team  defeated  McGill  and  Varsity  on  the 
home  floor.  The  league  ended  in  a  three-cornered  tie,  which 
was  played  off  in  Ottawa,  McGill,  who  were  the  ultimate  win- 
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ners,  defeating  Queen’s.  Another  year  together  should  make 
a  championship  team  for  Queen’s  University. 

The  ladies’  basketball  team  was  sent  to  Montreal  to  com¬ 
pete  in  the  ladies’  tournament  and  did  well  considering  the 
lack  of  opposition  in  Kingston. 

6.  Tennis. 

Queen’s  and  Varsity  tied  for  second  place  in  the  Intercol¬ 
legiate  tournament  which  was  held  at  Kingston,  while  one  of 
our  players  was  defeated  in  the  finals  of  the  singles. 

7.  Soccer. 

No  Intercollegiate  soccer  was  played,  although  our  team 
was  entered  in  the  Kingston  and  district  league,  where  they 
made  a  splendid  showing. 

There  has  been  considerable  interest  taken  in  inter-fac¬ 
ulty,  inter-year,  and  freshman  teams  and  contests  and  the  dif¬ 
ferent  college  teams  should  be  strengthened  by  men  develop¬ 
ed  in  these  series. 

Mr.  W.  Hughes  looked  after  the  training  of  the  different 
teams  and  was  coach  of  boxing  and  the  Board  appreciates  his 
conscientious  work. 

The  plant  under  control  of  the  Athletic  Board  of  Control 
is  as  follows : 

(a)  Gymnasium:  The  gymnasium  is  as  complete  as  it  is 
possible  to  make  it,  being  well  looked  after,  having  lockers, 
showers,  steam  and  plunge  baths. 

(b)  George  Richardson  Memorial  Stadium:  This  splendid 
gift  has  been  of  great  assistance  to  the  University  and  has 
every  facility  for  the  track,  harrier  and  football  squads. 

(c)  Rink:  The  Jock  Harty  Arena  has  proved  its  value  by 
giving  skating  and  hockey  facilities. 

(d)  The  lower  campus  and  the  old  athletic  grounds  are 
available  for  soccer  and  surplus  football  material. 
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(e)  Tennis  courts  have  been  kept  in  as  good  shape  as 
possible  for  grass  courts  and  the  University  is  turning  over 
to  the  Board  four  new  cinder  courts,  which  should  be  in  shape 
for  the  summer  school  and  for  tennis  during  the  coming  season. 

We  are  looking  forward  with  considerable  optimism  to 
the  coming  year’s  activities,  not  only  from  a  playing  stand¬ 
point,  but  also  in  a  financial  way.  The  student  body  is  showing 
much  enthusiasm  and  the  Senate  and  staff  have  co-operated  in 
every  way.  Every  effort  was  made  by  the  Athletic  Board  of 
Control  to  meet  the  increased  demand  for  tickets  by  our 
graduates  not  only  for  our  home  games,  but  also  for  those 
played  in  Montreal  and  Toronto,  and  they  hope  to  give  even 
better  satisfaction  in  the  coming  session.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ALMA  MATER  SOCIETY. 

Meetings  of  the  Society  have  been  held  regularly  during 
the  session  1922-23.  Since  October  these  were  held  on  Mon¬ 
day  instead  of  Saturday  as  previously.  Some  meetings,  when 
of  a  special  nature,  were  well  attended,  but  this  could  not  be 
said  of  meetings  at  which  only  routine  business  was  trans¬ 
acted.  It  is  urged  upon  all  members  of  this  Society  to  take 
a  greater  interest  in  its  meetings  and  shoulder  some  of  the  re¬ 
sponsibilities  of  student  government  now  being  carried  on  by 
the  comparatively  few. 

We  have  sought  to  co-operate  with  the  Athletic  Board 
of  Control  in  all  things  relative  to  athletics.  The  Director  of 
Athletics  has  in  person  made  several  reports  to  the  Society, 
thus  keeping  in  close  touch  with  the  student  body.  The  pro¬ 
curing  of  suitable  souvenirs  for  the  senior  rugby  team  in  the 
form  of  a  miniature  “Grey”  cup  was  done  in  co-operation 
with  the  Board ;  and  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Society  in 
January  held  in  Grant  Hall  Mr.  James  Richardson,  to  whom 
we  owe  our  splendid  stadium,  presented  the  senior  team  with 
the  Intercollegiate  awards,  as  well  as  those  granted  by  this 
Society. 

The  initiation  of  freshmen  has  of  late  years  been  generally 
unsatisfactory  and  felt  by  some  to  be  an  unnecessary  part  of 
University  life,  especially  so  when  the  element  of  physical 
force  was  so  much  in  evidence.  After  much  discussion  both 
with  the  Senate  Committee  and  with  the  Faculties  concerned 
we  have  arrived  at  a  plan  of  initiation  in  which  that  undesir¬ 
able  element  has  been  eliminated.  We  trust  that  those  respons¬ 
ible  for  the  carrying  out  of  such  initiations  next  session  will  do 
so  according  to  the  plans  submitted  and  approved  by  the  Alma 
Mater  Society  Executive. 

The  elections  for  the  offices  of  the  society  witnessed  this 
year  a  return  to  the  old  system  and  were  characterized  by 
much  of  the  old  time  rivalry  and  enthusiasm,  with  the  intro- 
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duction  of  an  election  propaganda  termed  by  some  as  revo¬ 
lutionary. 

A  Students’  Directory  was  published  again  this  year  and 
has  become  a  permanent  undertaking.  It  has  met  a  long- 
felt  need. 

The  “Journal”  was  published  twice  each  week  during  the 
session,  and  under  a  most  efficient  staff  has  continued  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  undergraduate  body  with  the  current  college  news, 
and  for  some  has  proven  a  most  profitable  experience  in 
journalism. 

The  Dramatic  Club  presented  its  annual  play  this  year, 
“The  Importance  of  Being  Earnest,”  in  the  Grand  Opera  House 
before  an  audience  large  and  appreciative,  while  the  College 
Frolic  Committee,  which  has  now  become  a  permanent  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  society,  this  year  proved  “The  College  Frolic  of 
’23”  to  be  a  greater  success  than  ever. 

Social  functions  have  been  much  in  evidence.  In  some 
cases  there  has  been  a  carelessness  in  observance  of  regula¬ 
tions  governing  these  functions,  and  the  rivalry  existing  be¬ 
tween  years  and  societies  has  resulted  in  unnecessary  decora¬ 
tions  and  expense.  In  future  the  committee  in  charge  demand 
a  strict  observance  of  the  rules  governing  social  functions,  as 
outlined  in  the  constitution  of  this  society. 

We  were  privileged  throughout  the  term  to  hear  addresses 
from  Dr.  Herbert  Gray,  of  the  Student  Christian  Movement 
of  Great  Britain;  from  Mr.  Robert  Forke,  M.P.,  Leader  of  the 
Progressive  Party  in  the  House  of  Commons;  from  Admiral 
Sims,  of  the  U.S.  Navy;  Sir  Henry  Newbolt,  and  Sir  Michael 
Sadler,  and  other  notables  in  public  life.  These  addresses 
were  greatly  appreciated  by  the  student  body. 

We  have  come  to  realize  that  student  government  at 
Queen’s,  if  it  is  to  remain,  must  play  a  greater  part  in  the  life 
of  the  individual  student.  The  students  must  see  to  it  that 
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men  are  elected  to  office  in  the  faculty  societies  and  courts 
who  are  willing  to  bear  the  burden  of  things,  who  have  the 
interest  of  the  University  at  heart  and  are  determined  that 
these  societies  and  courts  shall  fully  serve  the  purpose  for 
which  they  were  instituted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  QUEEN’S  ALUMNAE  ASSOCIATION, 

1923. 

The  Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Association  begs  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  current  year  and  the  year  just  closed  have  shown  re¬ 
markable  progress  in  the  Association’s  development.  The 
membership  maximum  reached  in  1921  has  been  maintained, 
and  to-day  it  stands  at  a  higher  mark  of  paid-up  members  than 
is  usual  at  this  time  of  year,  namely,  some  203  paid-up  mem¬ 
berships.  With  all  standing  accounts  paid,  the  finances  also 
show  a  healthier  state  than  in  any  preceding  year.  The  Alum¬ 
nae  News  has  been  increased  in  size,  and  the  directory  care¬ 
fully  corrected,  a  fact  which  has  been  of  great  assistance  in 
reaching  alumnae  in  various  centres.  The  annual  meeting  and 
dinner  held  in  Convocation  Hall,  November  4th,  recorded  the 
largest  attendance  at  both  groups  that  the  Association  has  yet 
attained.  The  speakers  of  the  evening  function  were  our  two 
honorary  Canadian  women  graduates,  Dr.  Helen  R.  Y.  Reid,  of 
Montreal,  and  Dr.  A.  E.  Marty,  while  the  girls  of  the  graduat¬ 
ing  year  were  the  guests  of  the  Association.  The  semi-an¬ 
nual  meeting  took  the  form  of  a  dinner  at  the  Prince  George 
Hotel,  Toronto,  in  July,  with  Prof.  Morison  as  guest  of  honour. 
Prof.  Morison  generously  agreed  to  be  the  speaker,  on  the  eve 
of  his  departure  for  England.  The  privilege  of  being  the  hos¬ 
tesses  for  Dr.  Morison’s  valedictory  is  one  of  the  highest  hon¬ 
ours  the  Alumnae  have  ever  received. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year,  as  it  must  be,  in  fact, 
of  the  Alumnae  Association’s  history,  was  the  attainment  of 
the  goal  towards  which  that  group  has  been  straining  since  its 
first  creation — the  completion  of  the  Building  Fund  for  the 
Women’s  Residence.  On  May  3rd,  1923,  to  be  exact,  the  fund 
crossed  the  line  and  stood  at  $80,125.39,  and,  anticipating  the 
formal  acknowledgment  that  will  later  be  so  cordially  afforded 
them,  it  is  fitting  to  render  tribute  here  to  that  heroic  and  cour-

ageous  group  of  far-seeing  and  devoted  women,  whose  dreams 
to-day  are  justified — Miss  Marty,  Miss  Redden,  Mrs.  Lavell, 
Mrs.  Macgillivray,  Mrs.  Yeigh,  Mrs.  Young,  Mrs.  Calvin,  Miss 
Muir,  Mrs.  Cooper,  and  unnamed  others  of  that  indefatigable 
band  were  women  who  indeed  kept  bright  before  them  through 
the  wearing  years  the  words  of  their  graduation  oath,  “to 
maintain  a  generous  loyalty  to  this  University.”  To  them  the 
womanhood  of  unseen  generations  of  Queen’s  women  will  be 
unthinking  debtors. 

Knowing  that  May  would  find  the  Association  with  funds 
fully  realized,  a  Building  Committee  was  appointed  at  the  an¬ 
nual  meeting  to  go  into  the  full  details  of  plans,  contract,  etc., 
incidental  to  actual  building.  This  committee  has  been  work¬ 
ing  faithfully  since  January  on  the  preliminary  plans  suggest¬ 
ed  in  1920,  studying  and  revising  them,  and  investigating  resi¬ 
dences  in  other  centres.  Mrs.  Yeigh,  Mrs.  Macgillivray,  and 
Miss  Whitton  have  visited  the  residences  of  other  colleges  in 
the  course  of  the  year.  The  committee  has  also  met  informally 
with  the  Finance  and  Estates  Committees  relative  to  building, 
and  as  a  result  an  advisory  committee  composed  of  W.  F. 
Nickle,  Principal  Taylor,  Judge  Lavell  and  J.  A.  Minnes  has 
been  appointed  to  work  with  the  Alumnae  group.  While  plans 
are  in  a  preliminary  stage  only,  the  Residence  will  follow  the 
concept  of  its  original  sponsors,  a  combined  Residence  and 
Union,  housing  60  girls,  with  a  large  common  room  and  dining 
room,  open  to  every  girl  registered  at  Queen’s.  Every  facility 
the  modern  building  requires  will  be  provided  within  the  means 
of  the  Fund.  The  building  will  be  erected  on  the  corner  of 
Alice  and  University,  with  a  large  square  tower  fronting  the 
north-east  comer,  and  will  probably  be  of  grey  stone.  So  much 
may  be  stated  now.  The  Alumnae’s  aim  is  that  excavation 
will  begin  this  year  and  the  corner  stone  laid  at  Thanksgiving. 

In  the  meantime  the  Avonmore  has  been  leased  until  the 
spring  of  1925,  the  Residence  is  being  continued,  and  the  Good¬ 
win  house  has  been  re-leased  for  a  period  coincident  with  the 
Avonmore,  so  that  the  girls  there  housed  may  be  transferred 
to  the  Goodwin  house  with  the  opening  of  the  new  Residence. 


Meantime  the  Alumnae  have  dedicated  themselves  to  the 
task  of  raising  $15,000  for  furnishing  and  equipping  the  new 
Residence,  cheerful  and  confident  in  the  hope,  “the  future  we 
may  face,  now  we  have  proved  the  past/’
